TREATIES MAY BLOCK WAY. j I 

Interesting Point Kalaed Against Sub- I 
sidy Bill. | 

Washington.—An unexpected com¬ 
plication naa arisen, which may blook Cl 
temporarily, at least, the progress of I 
the shipping subsidy bill.

The Republican members of the 
Committee on Merchant Marine and dt 
Fisheries, who are opposed to the sub- si 
sidy bill in its present form, sub- w 
mitted to Representative, Hitt, chair-Jm 
man of the House Committee on For- ti 
eign Affairs, an inquiry which tells ii 
the whole story of these possible treaty • 
complications.

DAMAGE BY CANAL. 

Chicago’s Great Work Causing 
Heavy Loss. 

FIVER NAVIGATION IS IMPEDED. 


Drsd|ls| Necessary to Correct the Dif¬ 
ficulty—9tre«t Railway Tunnels nnd 
Bridges Must Bn Rebuilt. 


Chicago.—The thirty-three million- T 
dollar drainage canal whioh was de- u 
signed to furnish the city with pure c 
water, while successful in that regard, t 
now threatens to destroy river naviga¬ 
tion. Since the water has been turned ‘ 
into the ohannel, engineers have kept 1 
a keen watch on the effect npon the ( 
current and bed of the river. The ’ 
investigations made determine that ( 
there is great danger of causing suoh ^ 
lowering of water that the vast major- ( 
ity of the large lake craft cannot enter 1 
the river. 

Should this be true,it means the loss * 
of millions of dollars through the re- I 
duotion in value of dock and wharf I 
property. The effect would be spe¬ 
cially depressing upon property of the 
latter class. The rapid current in the 
river is steadily increasing, whioh will 
make it exceptionally bard for vessels 
to be operated on aooount of the sharp 
turns. With much more rapid current 
the largest steamers could not be 
handled at all. 

The lowering of the river level is a 
serious proposition for those interested 
in the river traffic to face. The street 
i railway tunnels under the river are set 
■ in cement and have heretofore proved 
’ a barrier to some of the larger ships, 
i Already one foot and a half reduction 
t has simply added that much restne- 
i tion to vessels of heavy draft. Under 
) present conditions vessels drawing 
i more than fourteen feet cannot enter 
3 the river. The difficulty oan only 

- be met by dredging the river and low- 
’ ering the tunnels, which will cost mil- 

- lions of dollars. The members of the 
s drainage board met with Mayor Harri- 
a son and consulted as to the proper 
i pour we to be pursued. 

’ It was determined that the street 

- railway oompanies shall be forced to 
a lower the tunnels which they now 
f use from seventeen to twenty-six feet 
i below the river level, and that the 
. drainage board must dredge the river 
t and put in new bridges in plaoeof cen- 
e j ter pier strnoture at prewent used. 


LINE FROM COAST TO COAST. * 

Great Northern nnd Wisconsin Central 
Arrange to G!v« Bill’s Road aa Oatlote ^ 

Milwaukee, Wis. — The Sentinel ( 
says: The announcement from Minne- ( 
apolis that the Great Northern Rail- 
way Company had entered into an ( 
agreement with the Wisconsin Central , 
Company by which the latter company ■ 
was to have the use of the Great j 
Northern terminals at Minneapolis has | 
caused a great deal of gossip in this ^ 
city. It has been announoed re- { 
peatedly that James J. Hill has had i 
his ambition concentrated in a trans¬ 
continental railway system from the t 
Pacific Coast to the Atlantio ooast. 
The Wisoonsin Central Railway would, 
under proper conditions, give him the 
connecting link, which would render 
that ambition an accomplished fact. 

With the Great Northern extending 
from St. Paul and Minneapolis to the 
Pacific Coast, and the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railway extending from New 
York and other Atlantic coast cities to 
Chicago, which he, in conjunction I 
with P. D. Armour and Marshall Field 
of Chioago, some time ago redeemed 
from bankruptcy and now own and 
control, the funotion of the Wisconsin 
Central is filling in the gap to com¬ 
plete the transcontinental like is ap- 
: parent. 

Under the arrangements made at 
, Minneapolis the Wisconsin Central 
i will run into that city on the Great 
I Northern traoks, and will, it is said, 
i build its freight stations on Great 
> Northern lands under a leasehold. It 
t is well known that the Wisconsin Cen- 
s tral a few months ago became involved 
in trouble over its Chioago terminal, 
i and that it finally arranged to enter

CHINA'S GREAT GENERAL 


lapsashsd on tho Chargs of Ooaeodtng 

Too Much to Vrsash Oovornmont. 

Tacoma, Wash. — Marshal 8u, 
China’s greatest General, baa been im¬ 
peached by Li Ping Heng, the newly 
appointed Commissioner of the Yang- 
tse provinces, ou the charge of conced¬ 
ing too much to the French at Kuang 
Chou Wan. 8u has been deprived of 
his grand commissioner ship and his 
army corps command. Being persona 
grata with the French, Su was sent to 
Kuang Chou Wan bay with plenary 
power to settle the French demands 
there. Nevertheless, when the French 
demanded Nantao island, he wired the 
Empress Dowager for instructions. The 
Tsung-li Yamen having been informed 
by the Chinese Minister at Paris that 
the French Government meant busi¬ 
ness, Su was instructed to oonoede 
what was necessary. The Frenoh were 
accordingly given Nantao and 8u is 
now made the scapegoat to appease 
the popular indignation. 

Following her success at Kuang Chou 
Wan, France has made numerous other 
demands on China. She wants rich 
mines situated near Kuang Chau and 
the right to build railways from the 
mines to Kuang Chou Wan bay and 
Canton. She also demands the right 
to use the Chinese dockyard and engine 
works at Foo Chow. Granting of this 
request would soon make Foo Chow a 
French port. 

XailsaS Said to Be After Coal. 

New York.—There is a rumor cur- 
rent to the effect that tba British Gov- 
> eminent has contracted with the Pbil- 
i adelphia and Reading Railroad Com¬ 
pany for 1 , 000,000 tons of coal. 


ALL BOER FORCES IN SERVICE. 

KefUaaea Declare Republics Have Kverjr 
Men In the Field. 

New York.—A cable to the Sun says: 
Two refugees, Messrs. Norton and 
Coulter, with their families, entered 
oamp the other day. Norton and 
Coulter, in describing conditions in 
the Transvaal and Free State, said that 
the republics had put their last ounce 
of strength in the field. Norton and 
Coulter left their farms at Boksburg, 
near Johannesburg, on September 
12th, because they saw that the war 
was certain. They went to the border 
of Griqualand West and Bechuanaland. 
For four months they lived on game 
they shot on the veldt. 

They expeoted that the war would 
be over before that time, and their 
sporting ammunition having given out 
they reported themselves at Barkly 
West. The Orange Free State had 
already proclaimed Bechuanaland and 
Griqualand Free State territory, and 
had commandeered every man regard¬ 
less of bis nationality. A proclama¬ 
tion on January 20th demanded per¬ 
sonal service from every man or a war 
contribution. Those not complying 
with either of these demands were 
notified that they would have to get 
out of the oountry and leave their 
goods behind. Many storekeepers with 
$2500 or $3000 worth ol stook were 
paying assessments of from $250 to 
$500 rather than abandon their proper¬ 
ty. There is no doubt that further 
assessments will be levied on these 
storekeepers until their goods are ex¬ 
hausted. When this stage is reached 
they will be expelled if any refuse to 
fight. Norton and Coulter state posi¬ 
tively that every available man ou the 
western frontiers of the two republics 
and in Bechuanaland and Griqualand 
has been commandeered and sent to 
Boer positions between here and Kim¬ 
berley. 


DEEP DISGUST IN ENGLAND. 

_ ■ 

Looking for New Men to Put Into 
Powor. 

London.—There is deep dissatisfac- j 
tion with the Government in spite of j 
the explanation of Wyndbam and:] 
Goschen. Even the Times, that bnl- j 
work of Conservatism, deolares the ' 
chatter in the House of Commons dnr- | 
ing the past few days is simply irrita- j 
ting and offensive to nine out of ten 
poeple in the United Kingdom. Con¬ 
sequently it is not astonishing that the 
poeple are looking for some strong 
man to lead them. Lord Roaeberry’e 
name is the most prominent. His 
pitiless lashiDg of Lord Salisbury on 
the day Parliament reassembled marks 
him, in the opinion of mRny, as the 
right man to face the present imperial 
crisis. 

A small faction, led by the Daily 
Mail, is pushing the claims of Joseph 
Chamberlain, the Colonial Secretary, 
for a trial. The Mail says he has 
shown himself to be “a shrewd, de¬ 
termined and able organizer and, ap¬ 
parently, is the only member of the 
Cabinet who grasped realities of the j 
situation in South Afrioa,” though j 
the paper admits that he laoks tact and 
that his speeches have done much to i 
alienate the sympathies of America' 
in this war and give umbrage to Ger- j 
many and France. The Mail suggests : 
it would be well to watch Chamber- 1 
Iain’s attitude during the next few 
days. ! 

From every newspaper in the land 
Ijjis risen the cry that party strife must 
cease and politioal ambitions be laid 
aside and that the stifled determina¬ 
tion of a willing people must have 
rein. A result of this outburst is seen 
in a new and more lofty tone intro¬ 
duced into the discussion. 


Appropriations for United States De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

Continued investigations in^the new 
territories and tropical possessions of 
the United States will be made by the 
department of agriculture if the ap¬ 
propriations asked by it for 1901 
are granted by congress. These 
will be mainly to find out what in¬ 
jurious insects are likely to be intro¬ 
duced into this country, to investigate 
fiber and agricultural plants of the 
tropics, to investigate the pomological 
resources of Porto Rico and the Ha¬ 
waiian islands, and to establish and 
maintain experiment stations in them 
and in the Philippines, about $50,000 
being asked for this purpose. The 
most noted increase asked for is $181,- 
000 for the division of forestry to be 
expended mainly in investigations 
in Alaska. An increase of $15,000 is 
asked for irrigation investigations, 
$10,000 for soil investigations to de¬ 
termine methods for reclaiming alkali 
lands, $5000 to extend free publics- 
j tions in greater competition with 
, agricultural newspapers and $15,000 
for meteorological observations iu the 
Hawaiian and Philippine islands. 

To do the additional work more 
clerks and assistants are needed, so the 
salary list of several of the bureaus is 
to be increas3d accordingly. The heavy 
free seed distribution is to be con¬ 
tinued, the only change being an in 
crease of rare seeds, etc., to be Bent to 
the experiment stations for trial. This 
increase from $20,000 to $80,000 is to 
' be taken from the usual appropriation 
of $180,000.

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ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 

Caostle Crltlslsm by s Formsr Mam- 
bar of Parliament. 

London.—Cunningham Graham, a 
former member of Parliament, in- 
quires in an open letter what Great 
Britain has gained “by all onr squirm- 
ings and grovelings before the United 
States,” aa he definea Great Britain’a 
good will, and he thus answers: “An 
open door, yes. And a booted foot to 
kick ua through it. It was ever the 
sneak’s reward to be fhus treated.” 

He aaaumes that the sympathy of i 
the United States ia with the Boers ;| 
that Great Britain has failed in receiv¬ 
ing not the sympathy, bnt almost the 
neutrality of the United States, and 
that ia Great Britain’a reward for hav¬ 
ing thrown over Spain, her ancient 
ally, and coming magnaniomnaly to 
the assistance ol tho United State#.

The Wife's Portion.

In many cases the 
farmer’s wife Is not treated as she 
should be. Frequently the husband has 
been drinking, and after bis death the 
mortgage takes the property, and the 
wife has either to struggle for her liv¬ 
ing or go to the almshouse. A good 
many of our farmers are members of 
some beneficial order. This is all right 
and good, but the wife can never feel 
happy, because she has to lose her bus- 
band before getting her money. The 
following Is how I treat my wife: For 
every article I sell from the farm I give 
her 5 per cent, of the money for a pres¬ 
ent. We have only one pocket-book, 
and when I need money 1 use It, and 
when she needs money she uses It. The 
5 per cent. Is all profit to her, and is 
Intended to be used by her In case she 
should become a widow. Some of the 
readers of the Practical Farmer may 
think 5 per cent. Is a very small portion, 
but It amounts to a great deaL Farm¬ 
ers sell a good many articles In a year, 
often more than they think they do. 
In cose a farmer would only sell 9500 
worth In a year the wife would get $25. 
Remember, she has no expenses. She 
Is clothed and cared for. I am follow¬ 
ing this plan now for the last twelve 
years, and I am certain that a good 
many of the rfehders of the Practical 
Farmer would be surprised if 1 would 
mention the amount my wife has de¬ 
posited in the bank. Suppose a young 
man should enter the farm at the age 
of 21 and continue his work up to the 
age of 63—or 42 years. If he sells 
every year to the amount of $1,000, 
which Is a very low sale for the average 
farmer, the wife would get $50 a year, 
or $2,100 in forty-two years. A smart 
wife will take care of her money as 
well as a beneficial order or life Insur¬ 
ance.—F. F. Frantz, in Practical 
Farmer.

In quite a number of cases the 
starting point was thus found to be In 
these old diseased plums. The object 
lesson is plain—remove all of the dis¬ 
eased plums In the fall. Horticulturists 
often overlook this important point In 
the treatment of diseases. Rubbish 
heaps containing the spores of fungi 
are too often neglected. They should 
be burned. 


The question Is asked. When will 
England reach the zenith of her great¬ 
ness. There are some reasons for 
thinking that she has already reached 
it and they have no reference to her 
success or failure in the Boer war. 
First the English have ceased to be an 
agricultural people, and they must de¬ 
pend, even in war, upon food imported 
from over the sea. Second, as a manu¬ 
facturing nation they have already be¬ 
gun to decay, as witness their final 
loss of the premiership in iron and steel 
production. It Is morally certain that 
England will be left far behind in the 
industrial struggle of the twentieth 
century by the United States simply 
because the United States possess the 
greater natural resources, while in 
natural capacity the Americans are 
fully the equals of the English. Third, 
if England loses ground in agricultural 
and manufacturing and trade it will 
be inherently impossible for her to 
maintain first rank as a political pow¬ 
er. because in her recurring wars her 
accumulated wealth will be gradually 
swallowed up. That she must engage 
In such wars seems clear because of 
the intense jealousy of her great rivals, 
and because her limited imperialism 
brings her in endless antagonism to 
those rivals in various parts of the 
earth.

Growing Turnips. 

At a farmers’ Institute in New 
Brunswick one speaker told how he 
succeeded in growing 1,000 bushels of 
turnips per acre. He took a poor piece 
of ground In the fall, and after he had 
plowed it he put on thirty tons of 
manure to the acre and harrowed it in. 
He wants no manure plowed in unless 
it is to be plowed up again in the 
spring, harrow lightly and furrowed 
two feet apart about two inches deep. 
In the furrows he strewed 250 pouuds 
of superphosphate to the acre. He 
uses two pounds of specially selected 
turnip seed to the acre. When they are 
two Indies high he thins them to 18 
inches apart After this he keeps the 
horse cultivator running two or three 
rimes a week between the rows. As 

c grows them principally as a succu¬ 
lent winter food for his stock, he sows 
early, that they may have time to 
grow. 


There are two facts regarding con¬ 
sumption which, although long known 
and insisted upon by a few sanitarians 
and physicians, have only recently been 
generally admitted. It is upon these 
two facts—the contagiousness of the 
disease and its curability In the early 
stages—that the modern sanatorium 
treatment of tuberculosis has been 
founded. Consumption In not conta¬ 
gious in the same sense as smallpox, 
for if certain necessary precautions are 
taken a tuberculous subject is little 
more dangerous to the health of those 
about him than is a well person; but 
If these essentials are neglected the 
danger is very great nnd very real. 
Now among the very poor, especially 
those living in large cities. It is prac¬ 
tically impossible to enforce the observ¬ 
ance of these precautions, and conse¬ 
quently each consumptive is a center 
whence the disease may, and probably 
will, spread in countless directions. 
The transfer of such a patient to a 
sanatorium removes at once a source 
of peril to the community and at the 
same time gives the patient himself the 
best, and often his only, chance of re¬ 
covery. The main elements of treat¬ 
ment in a sanatorium are an abund¬ 
ance of fresh and pure air, wholesome 
food, rest and exercise in the proper 
proportions, and above all absolute 
cleanliness and the prompt destruction 
of the bacillus-laden expectorated mat¬ 
ters. Formerly sanatoria were acces¬ 
sible only to the well-to-do, and the 
poor, those who need this form of treat¬ 
ment the most, were barred. A move¬ 
ment has started recently, looking to 
the erection of Institutions for the treat¬ 
ment of the poor at the expense of tne 
State, and to Massachusetts, with its 
State hospital for consumptives at Rut¬ 
land, belongs the honor of being the 
first of the United States to build such 
a sanatorium. When not only every 
State, but every large city as well, has 
similar Institutions for the treatment 
and the sanitary education of the con¬ 
sumptive, we may hope to see the fatal¬ 
ities from this “great white plague” be¬ 
come as rare as those from whopping- 
cough or a cold In the head.

Kerosene Emulsion. 

Many speak of the emulsion as trou¬ 
blesome to make. 1 find it very easy 
by the following method: A bar of 
common washing soap Is dissolved in a 
quart of water and allowed to boil, 
then two quarts of kerosene are added 
to the boiling soap. This Is churned, 
while hot, with a revolving egg heater; 
a force pump would be better, but 1 do 
not own one. and a beater answers 
very well. When the emulsion is prop¬ 
erly made it will come like butter, so 
thick that the beater will not work. A 
pint of the thick emulsion is diluted 
with eight quarts of water, making a 
liquid resembling skim milk In color 
but closely related to kerosene lu odor. 
—Vick’s Magazine.

UThe disfigurement of scenery with 
hideous advertisements is a great evil 
in this country, hut is by no means pe¬ 
culiar to it. In England it has reached 
such magnitude that a large society 
has been formed, with a periodical pub¬ 
lication as Its organ, to combat It and 
to resist its further extension. The so¬ 
ciety is reported already to have done 
much good, especially by so arousing 
public sentiment as to make it evident 
that advertisers guilty of the offense 
will lose rather than gain patronage 
thereby. There is shrewd sense in that 
plan of campaign, commendable for ap¬ 
plication elsewhere. Advertisements 
are displayed solely for the sake of 
gain, and If it be known that those 
which have a character revolting to 
good taste will repel patronage and 
cause loss Instead of again, offensive 
methods of display will speedily be 
abandoned. The remedy of this evil, 
as of many others, lies within reach of 
the public. 


Children and Their Studies. 

The cramming system and Its accom¬ 
panying evils are characterized as “A 
National Crime at the Feet of Amer¬ 
ican Parents,” by Edward Bok, In the 
Ladles’ Home Journal. “No child un¬ 
der 15 years of age,” he contends, 
"should be given any home study 
whatever by his teachers. He should 
have not more than from one hour to 
four of schooling each day, the hours 
increasing with his years. Outside of 
school hours he should have at least 
three hours of play. After 15 the brain 
has another period of rapid develop¬ 
ment, with special increase of the 
higher faculties. Four hours of school¬ 
ing. then, is not too much, provided the 
child’s physical being is capable of It 
and in time an hour of isolated study 
may be added. But that Is enough. 
Five hours of brain work a day is the 
most that we should ask of our chil¬ 
dren, aud the child should pass at least 
two hours a day in the open air. Our 
boys and girls do not get enough fresh 
air and sunshine into their bodies and 
natures. The higher Institutions of 
learning understand the need of phys¬ 
ical development for brain growth far 
better than do our lesser schools aud 
our homes—sad as it Is to admit it” 


Value of Wood Ashes. 

When wood ashes are applied lime Is 
unnecessary, as every 100 pounds of 
wood ashes contain about 40 pounds of 
Hme. Ashes vary greatly, as they are 
produced from different sourei-s, easily 
absorb moisture, and their composition 
cannot be determined without careful 
examination. The most valuable in¬ 
gredient lu ashes is potash, the propor¬ 
tion being about 6 pounds to every loo 
pounds of wood ashes. Ashes also con¬ 
tain about 2 per cent of phosphoric acid 
and about 3 per cent of magnesia. Coal 
ashes are of hut little value. Wood 
ashes give excellent results ou all kinds 
of crops, especially grass.

Known Hundreds of Years Ago. 

Hero of Alexandria, in his “Pneu¬ 
matics,” describes, in the third century 
before Christ, several applications of 
steam as a motive power, some of 
which have formed the subject of pat¬ 
ents within the last 100 years. In par¬ 
ticular, his “Aeolopile” is on very much 
the same principle as the steam turbine, 
which Is the most recent development 
of the marine engine, for in both the 
steam acts directly upon fans. Instead 
of through a piston. In glass orna¬ 
mentation several processes known in 
Roman times, and subsequently lost 
have been revived under patents with¬ 
in this century particularly the art of 
Incrustation, rediscovered in France by 
a manufacturer who used It In execut¬ 
ing medallions of the first Napoleon. 
The method of fixing paintings by an 
application of glass was also known to 
the Romans, and has been repatented 
since 1800. In excavating the Roman 
town Calleoa, In England, recently, an 
Iron screw of undoubted Roman origin 
was found with thread and point simi¬ 
lar to a well-known modem patent. 


Kutimates of Feeding. 

One of the difficulties encountered by 
farmers who study the experiment sta¬ 
tion reports Is the estimates of feeding 
based upon the live weight of the ani- 
tnnls. The presumption is that a large 
nulmal should eat more than a smaller 
one to maintain Itself, and the tables 
are given on such supposition. The 
fact Is that farmers know that size 
does not always regulate the amount of 
food required. Individual characteris¬ 
tics govern the matter to a large ex¬ 
tent, and small animals will frequently 
consume more food than those that are 
larger. No two animals are alike, ami 
there is no certain rule that can be bas¬ 
ed upon weight of the animal when 
feeding. 


Suggestion to Farmers. 

Director of the Census Merrlam sug¬ 
gests to the agriculturists of the coun¬ 
try that they use some of their spare 
time between now and June next in 
thoroughly preparing themselves to an¬ 
swer promptly and accurately the ques¬ 
tions relative to the acreage, quantity, 
and value of crops; the quantity and 
value of all farm products, animal and 
vegetable; the cost of fertilizers aud 
farm labor, and, lu fact, all the items of 
farm operations for the calendar rear 
1S99. which the census enumerators fire 
by law compelled to ascertain. This 
he says, will result In a full and accur¬ 
ate census.

The only time to hold on to the grain 
and hay is when there is a sufficient 
number of animals to consume such 
products. It must not be overlooked 
that grain shrinks with age, because it 
dries, and It may be possible to get a 
higher price per bushel and yet receive 
ess money for the whole owing to loss 
of weight from shrinkage. Every farm¬ 
er should carefully study the markets 
and fully understand when to sell

Patlenta Coat Into Wells t*» Care 
Convalsioue—A Ladder Used la Set- 
tin* a Dislocated Shoulder—Dead 
Bodies Made Iato Medicine. 

A fragment T>f a curious volume has 
fallen into the hands of a local physi¬ 
cian which graphically describes the 
methods of surgery of several centuries 
ago. When It is considered that anaes¬ 
thetics were unknown In those ancient 
days, the modus operandi of the sur¬ 
geon of the sixteenth century must ap¬ 
pear startlingly cruel ln the light of 
the present day. 

The work Is that of Ambrose Parey, 
who ln 1579, being then the much fa¬ 
mous “chirurgion” of his day, publish¬ 
ed a bulky volume which became such 
an established authority and held its 
place for so long a time that 70 years 
afterward It was translated into Eng¬ 
lish and published in London. 

In his first book he considers the gen¬ 
eral phenomenon of the body ln health 
and disease, and In the chapter relat¬ 
ing to temperaments and humors he 
writes, “An humor is called by physi¬ 
cians what thing soever Is liquid and 
flowing ln the body of living creatures 
Inclosed with blood.” Proceeding to 
the “manifold divisions of humors,” 
he separates them Into four parts, dis¬ 
tinct In color, taste, effects and quali¬ 
ties—namely, blood, phlegm, choler and 
melancholy. Exact ln his subdivisions, 
he says: “All men ought to think that 
such humors are wont to move at set 
hours of the day as by a certain pe¬ 
culiar motion or tide. Therefore, the 
blood flows from the ninth hour of the 
night to the third hour of the day; 
choler to the ninth of the day. Then 
melancholy the blood flows from the 
ninth hour of the night Is under the 
dominion of phlegm." 

Equally curious is the following on 
spirits, which he divides Into “anl- 
mall,” “vltall” and “naturall:” 

“The animal spirit hath taken his 
seat in the brain. It is called animal 
because it Is the life, but the chief and 
prime Instrument thereof. Wherefore 
It hath a most subtle and aery sub¬ 
stance. Tills animal spirit is made 
and harbored In the windings and fold¬ 
ings of the veins and arteries of the 
brain, brought thither sometimes of 
the pure air or sweet vapor drawn in 
by the nose in breathing. The vital 
spirit is next to it in dignity and ex¬ 
cellency, which hath its chief mansion 
in the left ventricle of the heart. The 
natural spirit, if such there be any. 
hath its station in the liver and veins.” 

Describing “certain Juggling and de¬ 
ceitful ways of healing of cures by 
such means as fear, surprise and even 
by music for spider bite, the music 
causing the patient to dance so lustily 
that he shakes all the poison out of his 
system,” he sums up some of those 
heroic remedies thus: “1 would not 
cast the patient headlong out of a 
window, hut would rather cast them 
sodainly, aud thinking of no such 
thing, into a great cistern filled with 
cold water, with their heads foremost. 
Neither would I take them out until 
they had drunk a good quantity of 
water, that by that sodain fall and 
strong fear the matter causing the 
frenzy might be carried from above 
downward from the noble parts to the 
Ignoble.” 

A medicine upon which he dilates at 
great length is “mummie,” referred to 
as the usual remedy for contusions, 
and he describes it as follows: 

“Mummie is a liquor flowing from 
the aromatick embalmens of dead bod¬ 
ies, which becomes dry and hard” and 
being ground into medicine was “ad¬ 
ministered either in whole or portion 
to such as have fallen from high 
places, the first and last medicine of 
almost all our practitioners at this day 
ln such a case.” 

He also gives some grewsome facts 
connected with the preparation of 
“mummie” when he says: “Certain of 
our French apothecaries, men won¬ 
drous audacious and covetous to steal 
by night the bodies of such as were 
hanged and embalming them with salt 
and drugs they dried them ln an oven 
so as to sell them thus adulterated in¬ 
stead of true mummie, whereupon we 
are thus compelled, both foolishly and 
cruelly, to devour the mangled and 
putrid particles of the carcasses of the 
basest people of Egypt, or of such as 
are Imaged, as though there were no 
other way to help or recover one bruis¬ 
ed with a fall from a high place. 

“I have uot thought it fit iu this 
place,” he says, “to omit the industry 
of Nicholas Flcart, the Duke of Guise, 

his surgeon, who, being called to a cer¬ 
tain countryman to set bis shoulder, 
being out of joint, and finding none in 
the place besides the patient and his 
wife, who might assist him in this 
work, he put the patient, bound after 
the forementioned manner, to a ladder, 
then Immediately he tyed a staffe at 
the lower end of the ligature, which 
was fastened about the patient’s arm 
above his elbow, then put it so tyed un¬ 
der one of the steps of the ladder as 
low as he could aud got astride there¬ 
upon and sate thereon with his whole 
weight and at the same instant made 
his wife pluck the stool from under his 
feet, which, beiug done, the bone pres¬ 
ently came into its place.” 

He also gravely discusses witches 
and witchcraft, the birth of monsters 
with horns, hoofs and wings, ascribing 
their birth to the master of evil, aud 
closes with a lofty panegyric upon Hip¬ 
pocrates and Galen, the princes of phy¬ 
sicians.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

The Highest Tower. 

The highest tower In the world Is 
presently to be built as one of the 
great attractions of Buffnlo during the 
Pan-American Exhibition, which Is to 
be held in that city iu 1001. It is to be 
1,152 feet high and 400 feet square at 
the base, and will be a much more or¬ 
namental building than the Eiffel 
Tower. It will be served by no fewer 
than thirty-three electric elevators, 
sixteen of which will run only to the 
first landing, 225 feet above the level of 
the ground. The whole Journey from 
the bottom to the top will necessitate 
four changes of elevutors, and will take 
nhout six minutes, while the elevators 
will have a carrying capacity of 10,000 
an hour. The estimated cost of this * 
tower, which will be built of steel. Is 
$800,000, or about twice as much as 
that of the Eiffel Tower. 

Eating and Weight. 

It has been seriously asserted by 
many people that we are naturally 
lighter after a meal, and they have even 
gone the length of explaining this by 
tho amount of gas that Is developed 
from the food. Average observations, 
however, show that we lose three 
pounds and six ounces between night 
and morning; that we gain one pound

BOUGHT AT PUBLIC EXPENSE. 

Qneer Things Senators Bar When 
Uncle Sain Foots the Bills. 

It cost the country $1,374,011.06 to 
run the United States Senate for the 
year ending last July. This included, 
of course, the salaries of the Senators. 

, the salaries of the clerks, messengers, 
private secretaries. Capitol police on the 
Senate side, mileage and other ex- 
peuses. Including the contingent fund. 
Secretary Cox of the Semite recently 
made hls annual report, showing bow 
this money was expended. Some Inter¬ 
esting items appear. Each Senator is 
allowed a certain amount for station¬ 
ery and newspapers. If he desires be 
may draw the allowance in cash. The 
Secretary’s report shows that there lias 
been a great falling off In reading 
among the Senators, for a large number 
preferred to tnke the cash. Ex-Senator 
Cannon of Utah stands first in this re¬ 
spect He took $84.25 In cash from hls 
allowance. Senator Hoar comes next 
having received $70.32 In cash. 

It costs $25,000 to report the Senate 
proceedings and over $8,000 went for 
the purchase of furniture, while $2,000 
more was paid to repair It and over 
$1,500 to clean It It cost $5,000 to keep 
the Senate horses and wagons, and 
$10,307.00 for newspapers and station¬ 
ery. During the year the Vice Presi¬ 
dent’s room was refitted In the most 
handsome style, the rug on the floor 
costing over $450, while the hall clock 
cost $000. The lace curtains cost $300 
and the antique desk $325. The sofas 
and chairs cost $280. The most expen¬ 
sive thing In the room, however, Is a 
silver Inkstand, wl^lch cost $1,000, and 
the desk pad on which It stands cost $7. 
During the blizzard of February, 1808, 
it cost $25 to clean the snow off the

MOTHER GOOSE—HER RHYMES. 

Grave of the Anthor of Nnmery Dit¬ 
ties Haa Long Been Neglected. 

A correspondent informs me that the 
tomb of John Newbery, In Waltham 
St Lawrence churchyard, Is likely to 
suffer the fate that overtakes all such 
monuments unless properly and regu¬ 
larly cared for. 

I have not seen It since I visited the 
quaint and quiet little village in the 
summer of 1895, when I was collect¬ 
ing materials for a life of “the phil¬ 
anthropic publisher of St Paul’s 
Churchyard.” immortalized by Gold¬ 
smith In hls “Vicar of Wakefield,” by 
Dr. Johnson In “The Idler,” by Wash¬ 
ington Irving In “Bracebridge Hall” 
and by many other writers who have 
recognized the Influence of the first 
publisher who wrote, edited, complied 
and published books for “all those lit¬ 
tle masters and misses who are good 
or who Intend to be good." 

We have traveled a long way since 
Newbery and Goldsmith co-operated 
on that famous list of books of which 
“Goody Two Shoes" and “Tommy 
Trip” may be taken as the best exam¬ 
ples, but If It were only for the fact 
that Newbery was the first to give the 
“Rhymes and Jingles of Mother Goose” 
to the world In collected form hls mem¬ 
ory should ever be kept green by Eng¬ 
lish-speaking children wherever they 
may be found. 

Newbery’a original collection of 
Mother Goose melodies has, moreover, 
an added Interest for there Is every 
reason to believe that Goldsmith had 
a hand In the editing, annotatlug and 
aronrglng of the first edition. 

Neither in London, at the scene of 
hls labors, “over against the north door 
of St Paul’s cathedral,” nor at the cor¬ 
ner of St Paul’s churchyard, nor at 
Canonbury house, Islington, where 
he and Goldsmith lived and worked to¬ 
gether, nor at hls birthplace. Waltham 
St. Lawrence, Is there anything of 
prominence to keep hls name In remem¬ 
brance. 

A claim to have been the originator 
of the Mother Goose collection was 
made about thirty years ago on behalf 
of Mrs. Goose, or Vergoose, the mother- 
in-law of Thomas Fleet a printer who 
flourished In Boston, U. S. A., during 
the eighteenth century. The absurdity 
of this contention was amply demon¬ 
strated by W. H. Whitmore, the pres¬ 
ent city registrar of Boston, In hls pre¬ 
face to a facsimile of Newbery’s edi¬ 
tion, which he published in 1892; but 
ancient superstition and modern myths 
alike die hard, and there are thousands 
In America to-day who cling to the Idea 
that Mother Goose was an American 
lady Instead of a nom de plume bor¬ 
rowed by Newberry from Charles Per- 
rault’s “Contes de ma Mere l’Oye.”— 
London Chronicle. 

AFRICA IN THE NEXT CENTURY. 

Dark Continent la Undergoing a Won¬ 
derful Transformation. 

The twentieth century Africa prom¬ 
ises startling contrasts when compared 
with the Africa of the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury. With an area four times as great 
as that of the United States, a popula¬ 
tion of 150,000,000, a soil and climate i 
capable of Infinite variety of produc- ' 
tlon, a rapidly expanding commerce, 
and the greatest known supplies of , 
ivory, gold and diamonds. Its develop- { 


had discovered, through persistent and 
heroic efforts, that there existed vast 
navigable water ways above the falls 
near the mouths of the great streams 
which flow from the Interior that Eu¬ 
ropean nations awoke to the physical 
and commercial possibilities of Africa, 
and then, In a twinkling, the dark con¬ 
tinent was seized upon and divided up 
and became, as by magic, a vast Euro¬ 
pean “hinterland.” Between 1884 and 
1898 an area two and a half times the 
size of the United States, and contain¬ 
ing a population of 100,000,000, was 
parceled out by an agreement of the 
European powers. At present scarcely 
a foot of African territory remains un¬ 
claimed.—Forum. 

ARTIFICIAL TEETH OF PAPER. 

Latest Thing Devised by the Ingenuity 
of Modern Dentists. 

Paper teeth are the latest thing in 
dentistry. For years some substance 
has been sought for which could re¬ 
place the composition commonly em¬ 
ployed for making teeth and a fortune 
awaited the man who was lucky enough 
to hit upon the right material. Al¬ 
though paper has some disadvantages, 
says Pearson’s Weekly, they are small 
compared to Its many qualifications, 
and paper teeth are likely to be used 
exclusively—at least until a more per¬ 
fect material Is found. 

Up to this time china has been used 
almost exclusively, but It presents so 
many disadvantages that dentists al¬ 
ways have been on the lookout for 
some better substance which could re¬ 
place It. Not only does china not re¬ 
sist the action of saliva and turn black, 
but china affects the nerves of the 
Jaws. 

People who wear false teeth often 
complain of suborbital neuralgia, am' 
this Is put down by many dentists as 
being caused by heat or cold acting on 
the china or porcelain. Porcelain oi 
mineral composition also is liable to 
chip or break, and for these reasons 
has never been satisfactory. 

The paper teeth are made of papier 
mache, which is submitted to a tre¬ 
mendous pressure until It is as hard 
as required. Their peculiar composi¬ 
tion renders them cheap, and the price 
of a set of teeth will go down consid¬ 
erably, owing to the new invention. 

The color of the papier mache can 
also be made to vary, which is an im¬ 
portant point, as no two sets of teeth 
are identical in color, some teeth hav¬ 
ing a strong yellowish cast, while 
others are bluish white. In order, 
therefore, to obtain the right tint the 
coloring matter has only to be intro¬ 
duced into the mixture before the tooth 
is cast in order to match the other 
teeth exactly. It is In this particular 
that china teeth often fail to appear 
natural, their color differing from other 
teeth in the mouth and showing that 
the tooth is artificial.

NEURALGIA, 

Something About This Troublesome 
Disease. 

l’aln lu a nerve may be due to many 
causea, such as Inflammation of the 
nerve itself or of the parts around it, 
pressure by a tumor or swelling some¬ 
where along the course of the ngrve, 
disease at the point of origin of the 
nerve lu the brain or spinal cord, uud 
tbe like. 

When no cause can bo discovered for 
tbe pain it Is called neuralgia; hut the 
term Is becoming more and more re¬ 
stricted In Its apllcation as medical 
science advances and new means of de¬ 
tecting disease In formerly Inaccessi¬ 
ble parts of the body are devised.

tlint Is to suy, attacks of pain alternate 
with pnin-freo periods. The duration 
of the attacks, as well as of tho In¬ 
tervals between them, varies from a 
few hours to days or even weeks. 

Children do not, as a rule, suffer 
from neuralgia In any part of tlio body; 
they may have hcaraches. It Is true, 
but those are usually duo to eye-strain 
or to somo distinct nervous trouble. 

The pain of neuralgia is usually very 
acute and cutting, and Is constantly 
varying in Intensity, now dying down 
for a time, so as to be scarcely notice-

A NOTED PRIEST. 

Life Story of Dr. Kdward McQlynn, 

Bt. Mary'a Church, Newburgh, N. Y. 

Rev. Dr. Edward McQlynn, pastor of 
St Mary’s Church, Newburgh, N. Y., 
who died recently, was an able theol¬ 
ogian and a magnetic speaker. His dif¬ 
ferences with Archbishop Corrigan, his 
ecclesiastical superior, gave him an In¬ 
ternational reputation. He warmly 
espoused the doctrines of Henry George 
and the single tax theory and made ad¬ 
dresses at political meetings which 
served to widen the breach with those 
ln authority ln the church. Breviously 
he had declined to establish parochial 
schools In the parish of St Stephen’s, 
of which he was pastor, averring that 
the public schools were good enough. 
He had also displeased the archbishop 
by the active part he took ln the Land 
League movement In 1880 he was 
commanded not to make political ad¬ 
dresses. He kept on, however. On 
election day, 1880, he rode around the 
polling places of New York ln a bar¬ 
ouche with single tax politicians. For 
this he was ordered to Rome to make 
explanation of his conduct to the Sa¬ 
cred College. For refusing to go he 
was excommunicated. Then Dr. Mc-‘ 
Glynn devoted his time to preaching 
his land theories and reorganizing the 
Anti-Boverty Society for this purpose
